HOLD YOUR CATTLE. 


Better Days Coming fer Those 
Engaged in Cattle Kaising. 

The question which arises in the 
minds of our cattle growers frequently, 
and which is often propounded to us, 
is, says the Rocky Mountain Hus- 
bandman, “‘ What shall they do? 
Shall they dispose of their herds and 
try sheep or horses, or stick to cattle ?”’ 
Much, of course, depends upon how 
one is situated. Where the advan- 
tages are equal we would advise 
against the change at this date, for 
the reason that cattle are low and 
sheep are high. In a careful study of 
the stock industry for a quarter of a 
century we have found it invariably 
the best rule to sell out of any branch 
of the business when that class rules 
high, and buy into another when it is 
low. This is, anyhow, the way to take 
of the fluctuations of the 
market, but it is contrary to the rule 
followed by the masses. Cattle are 
low, very low, but we believe that on 
the present basis of prices they will 
prove a paying investment. Wool 
growing has evidently id more 
steadily than the uction of
